INTRODUCTION 


This  Handbook  is  the  culmination  of  twelve  years' 
intermittent  work  by  the  Standardization  Committee 
of  the  National  Shorthand  Reporters'  Association. 
This  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Association 
at  its  annual  convention  held  at  Lake  George,  N.Y., 
in  August,  1909,  following  a  paper  read  by  Mr. 
Thomas  Bengough  of  Toronto,  Canada,  outlining 
plans  and  methods  for  making  the  National  Associa- 
tion a  clearing  house  for  the  best  practice  of  the 
Pitmanic  verbatim  reporters  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  and  the  selection  of  the  most  approved 
shorthand  outlines  and  contractions  from  the  various 
modifications  of  Pitmanic  systems,  thus  putting  the 
whole  on  a  thoroughly  systematic  and  scientific  basis. 

The  high  ideal  set  before  the  Committee  was  two- 
fold : 

1.  That  each   shorthand  character  selected  for  a 
word  or  phrase,  standing  by  itself,  should  be  emi- 
nently facile,    free  from   confusion   or  conflict  with 
any    other   character,    and   when    properly   written, 
absolutely  legible  without  dependence  on   context. 

2.  That  the  notes  of  any  reporter  using  Standard- 
ized Shorthand  should  be  read  and  transcribed  cor- 
rectly by  any  other  reporter  or  trained  assistant. 

The  Committee  was  instructed  and  empowered  to 
collect  from  members  of  the  National  Association 
their  reporting  notes,  with  transcripts,  lists  of  abbre- 
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viations  used,  suggestions  for  new  outlines,  and  re- 
ports as  to  difficulties,  clashings,  etc.,  these  to  be 
arranged  in  three  classes  : 

A.  Suggested  abbreviations  ; 

B.  Tentative  forms  ; 

C.  Adopted  outlines. 

Lists  in  Class  B  were  to  be  issued  to  members  for 
personal  test  and  report ;  lists  in  Class  C  were  to  be 
published  as  early  as  possible.  This  was  done  in 
1916,  and  t,he  present  list  of  word  signs  and  contrac- 
tions is  the  result  of  the  actual  testing  of  that  crude 
collection,  and  the  reaction  thereon  by  practical 
reporters  in  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

The  problem  set  before  the  Committee  was  to  find 
the  "  common  factor  "  in  the  Pitmanic  systems  as 
these  had  been  modified  or  developed  by  thousands 
of  verbatim  reporters,  no  two  of  whom  were  abso- 
lutely alike  in  tempera'ment.  training,  or  actual  at- 
tainment. This  was  the  ideal  phase  of  the  problem, 
sometimes  looked  upon  as  Utopian.  But  the  over- 
mastering desire  of  reporters  for  devices  that  would 
save  time  and  labor,  and  secure  ease  of  execution 
and  accuracy  of  outline,  gave  to  the  whole  project 
such  a  practical  appeal  that  during  the  long  period 
through  which  the  Committee  has  been  working  and 
investigating,  a  keen  interest  in  standardization  of 
shorthand  on  the  part  of  the  entire  reporting  profes- 
sion has  been  manifested. 

The  Committee  has  utilized  the  columns  of  the 
National  Sliortliand  Reporter  and  T/ie  Shorthand 
Writer,  organs  of  the  National  Association,  The 
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Stenographer  and  Phonographic  World  and  other  short- 
hand journals,  for  correspondence,  interim  reports, 
discussions,  bulletins,  specimen  pages  of  Standard- 
ized Shorthand  and  contributed  abbreviations,  "Side- 
Study  on  Standardization, "and  various  other  methods 
of  publicity,  in  order  to  keep  up  the  interest  in  a 
work  which  to  many  seemed  to  drag  on  without 
much  to  show  in  the  way  of  actual  results.  The 
Committee  members  have  personally  experienced 
the  tedium  of  their  task,  but  notwithstanding  the 
numerous  delays  occasioned  by  illness,  stress  of 
work,  and  unavoidable  occurrences,  they  feel  a  great 
satisfaction  in  having  partly  accomplished  the  work 
outlined. 

The  personnel  of  the  Committee  has  remained 
constant  to  a  remarkable  degree  during  these  twelve 
years.  The  original  five  members  appointed  in  1909 
were  :  Thomas  Bengough,  Canadian  Senate  Reporter, 
Toronto,  Ontario;  Robert  S.  Taylor,  Court  Reporter, 
Minneapolis,  Minnesota;  Dr.  William  VVhitford, 
Medical  Reporter,  Chicago,  Illinois;  Edward  H. 
Eldridge,  Ph.D.,  Simmons  College,  Boston,  Mass.; 
F.  Berryman,  Court  Reporter,  Toronto,  Ontario. 

In  1911  the  Committee  was  enlarged  by  the  addi- 
tion of  the  following  members  :  J.  Forclyce  Wood, 
Court  Reporter  and  Handwriting  Expert,  Portland, 
Oregon  (now  of  Chicago,  Illinois);  William  M. 
Higgins,  Court  Reporter,  Minneapolis,  Minnesota; 
James  E.  Fuller,  Principal  Shorthand  Department, 
Goldey  College,  Wilmington,  Delaware;  Henry  S. 
Sanders,  Court  Reporter,  New  York  City,  New  York ;

D.  A.  Brown,*  General  Reporter,  Cincinnati,  Ohio; 
Charles  H.  Magee,  Court  Reporter,  Birmingham, 
Alabama.  In  1920  Godfrey  Dewey  of  Lake  Placid, 
New  York,  was  appointed  a  member. 

The  Standardization  Committee  as  it  now  stands 
is  composed  of  Mr.  Taylor,  Mr.  Bengough,  Dr. 
Whitford,  Dr.  Eldridge,  Mr.  Fuller,  Mr.  Sanders, 
Mr.  Wood,  Mr.  Higgins,  and  Mr.  Dewey.  The 
Committee  has  represented  every  phase  of  Pitmanic 
practice  in  reporting,  and  has  had  the  unusual  advan- 
tage of  the  teaching  experience  of  Messrs.  Eldridge 
and  Fuller,  both  of  whom  have  been  active  reporters. 

During  the  past  year  the  Committee  has  also  had 
the  benefit  of  the  studies  of  Mr.  Dewey  upon  the 
frequency  of  English  words  and  sounds,  and  has 
employed  to  advantage  in  determining  some  ques- 
tions of  outline  formation,  the  data  compiled  by  him 
from  the  facility  tests  held  in  Detroit  and  New  York 
in  1919. 

While  all  the  members  of  the  Standardization 
Committee  have  unselfishly  and  without  compensa- 
tion devoted  a  great  deal  of  their  valuable  time  to 
Standardization  work,  we  feel  that  special  mention 
should  be  made  of  Robert  S.  Taylor,  who  was  for 
many  years  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee.  Upon 
him  devolved  the  heavy  task  of  directing  and  map- 
ping out  the  work  of  the  Committee,  the  preparation 
of  lengthy  lists  of  words  in  illustration  of  the  various 
principles,  and  the  revision  of  the  work.  This  was 
no  light  task,  and  in  the  midst  of  Mr.  Taylor's 
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onerous  court  work  he  devoted  whole  days  and  long 
evenings  to  this  work  even  at  the  expense  of  his 
health.  He  has  worked  with  an  enthusiasm  that  has 
inspired  all  the  members  of  the  Committee  to  renewed 
efforts,  and  the  Committee  feels  that  it  is  largely  to 
him  that  it  is  indebted  for  the  progress  it  has  made. 

It  must  not  be  inferred  from  this  that  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  have  not  also  worked  hard 
and  untiringly  on  this  task.  Notwithstanding  the 
daily  grind  of  official  duties  in  court  and  school,  they 
have  all  cheerfully  spent  innumerable  hours  on  the 
work  that  has  been  allotted  to  them,  actuated  solely 
by  the  desire  to  see  perfected  a  system  of  short- 
hand that  should  comprise  the  best  features  of  all 
the  Pitmanic  systems,  standardized  as  far  as  it  is 
humanly  possible  ;  safe,  legible  and  facile. 

It  may  be  asked,  What  is  Standardized  Shorthand? 
As  to  the  principles  thereof,  it  is  a  composite  of 
the  best  features  of  various  Pitmanic  systems,  as 
determined  by  a  most  searching  analysis  and  com- 
parison of  the  good  features  of  each  system,  after- 
wards tested  in  the  crucible  of  actual  work  by  practical 
shorthand  reporters.  A  great  many  lists  of  words, 
some  sixty  pages  or  more  in  length,  involving  each 
principle  under  consideration,  were  compiled,  and 
by  a  system  of  comparative  analysis  it  was  settled  in 
each  case  which  principle  afforded  the  greatest  ad- 
vantages in  facility  of  execution,  legibility,  and 
avoidance  of  conflicts. 

The  Committee  devoted  several  years  to  this  work 
before  it  finally  recommended  to  the  Association  the 
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principles  which  were  later  adopted  by  the  Associa- 
tion, and  which  are  set  forth  in  detail  in  this  book. 
After  the  adoption  of  the  principles,  the  Committee 
began  work  on  the  word  signs  and  contractions. 
Lists  of  these  were  compiled,  and  gone  over  again 
and  again  in  an  endeavor  to  find  the  very  best  outline 
for  each  word.  The  result  of  this  investigation  is 
now  published,  and  the  Committee  feels  that  this 
list  presents  a  more  reliable  and  authoritative  com- 
pilation of  word  signs  and  contractions  than  has  yet 
appeared  in  any  Pitmanic  textbook. 

The  present  book  is  intended  primarily  for  the 
use  of  reporters,  giving  them  the  tested  results  of 
actual  experience  by  hundreds  of  their  colleagues  in 
the  use  of  standardization  principles,  word  signs, 
and  contractions.  As  such,  it  should  be  of  imme- 
diate service  to  every  working  reporter.  The  state- 
ment of  principles  will  enable  any  writer  of  Pitmanic 
shorthand  to  understand  the  basis  on  which  the  list 
of  word  signs  and  contractions  has  been  constructed. 
While  the  Committee  has  not  intended  that  the 
statement  of  principles  should  serve  as  a  textbook, 
it  has  endeavored  to  express  the  rules  with  sufficient 
clearness  to  illustrate  them  amply,  and  make  them 
readily  understood  by  any  one  familiar  with  Pitmanic 
shorthand. 

It  is  the  plan  of  the  Committee  to  follow  up  the 
present  publication  with  others,  notably  a  shorthand 
dictionary  and  phrase  book,  and  a  textbook. 
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STATEMENT   OF   PRINCIPLES 


1.  Basis  and  Derivation.     STANDARDIZED  REPORT- 
ING SHORTHAND    is    a    purely  phonetic    system,    the 
fundamental  principles  of  which  have  been  selected 
from  various  Pitmanic  systems. 

2.  Consonant  Strokes.    The  following  strokes  rep- 
resent the  consonant  sounds  of  English.

3.  Vowels.  Vowels  are  represented  by  light  and 
heavy  dots  and  dashes  placed  at  the  beginning,  mid- 
dle, and  end  of  strokes,  as  follows  :

NOTE.  The  phonetic  print  letters  used  to  key  the  sounds  of  the  alphabet 
are  a  simplification  of  the  Revised  Scientific  Alphabet  or  NEA  Key  Alphabet, 
used  as  Key  1  of  the  Now  Standard  Dictionary  and  its  abridgments,  by  God- 
frey Dewcy,  in  harmony  with  shorthand  practice.  They  provide  a  single 
explicit  letter  for  each  sound  and  observe  the  true  phonetic  relations  between 
the  long  and  short  vowel  sounds,  in  harmony  with  international  usage  and 
the  long  standing  practice  of  Pitmanic  shorthand. 
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5.  Coalescents.     The  coalescence  of  w  and  y  with 
vowels  may  be  shown  by  writing  a  small  semicircle  in 
the  position  of  the  proper  vowel.     The  ^-semicircle 
opens  to  the  right  for  the  dot  vowels,  to  the  left  for 
the  clash  vowels.     The  jf-semicircle  opens  to  the  top 
for  the  dot  vowels  and  to  the  bottom  for  the  dash 
vowels. 

NOTE.  From  these  characters  are  derived  the  secondary 
characters  representing  w  and  y  described  and  illustrated  in 
paragraph  17. 

6.  Secondary  Consonantal  Representation.   Certain 
of    the  frequently  recurring  sounds   are,   subject  to 
definite    rules,    represented    by    briefer   forms    than 
those    given    in    paragraph    2.       These    abbreviated 
forms,  which  consist  of  circles,  loops,  hooks,  ticks, 
double-lengths,  etc.,  are  employed  according  to  rules 
set  out  in  paragraphs  7  to  51  inclusive. 

7.  Small  Circles.     Initial  s  and  medial  or  final  s 
or  z  are  represented  by  a  small  circle  written  with 
left  motion  on  straight  detached  stems,  on  the  inside 
of   curves,   and   on   the   outside   of    angles    between 
straight  strokes,   as  in  practically  all  Pitmanic  sys- 
tems.     Initial  z  requires  the  stroke  form. 

NOTE.  —  Left  motion  is  counter-clockwise.  Right  motion  is 
clockwise.  Mnemonic  :  The  clock  is  right.

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8.  Large  Circles.  Ses,  sez,  ses,  and  other  similar 
syllables,  are  represented  by  a  large  circle,  as  shown 
below.

9.  The  St-Loop.  A  small  loop  attached  initially, 
medially,  or  finally  expresses  the  combined  sounds 
of  st.  Attached  finally,  the  loop  may  be  used  to 
represent  zd.  but  the  principle  must  be  used  with 
caution  in  monosyllables.  Illustrative  words  :

10.  The  Str-Loop.  A  larger  loop  is  used  to  repre- 
sent final  str,  as  in  most  Pitmanic  systems.  In  rare  in- 
stances this  loop  is  attached  medially.  Illustrations  :

13.  Special  Vocalization.  To  avoid  awkward  or 
inconvenient  outlines  resulting  from  the  use  of  the 
strokes  /  or  r,  special  vocalization  may  be  used  to 
indicate  the  presence  of  a  vowel  between  sounds 
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represented  by  double  consonants,  as  in  the  follow- 
ing words  :

The  circles  is  attached 
initially  to  double  consonants  in  the  way  common 
to  most  Pitmanic  systems,  thus  :

16.  Initial  In,  En,  Un.     These  syllables,  when  fol- 
lowed by  a  circle  written  with  right  motion,  or  by 
a  triple  consonant  of  the  /  series,  may  be  expressed 
by  a  backward  initial  hook,  as  shown  below.      (See 
paragraphs  11  and  14.) 


Key :  insulation,  enslave,  insomnia,  unseemly,  unceremoni- 
ous, incise,  uncivilized,  unexplored,  unexplained. 

NOTE.     The  principle  must  be  used  with  care  in  negative 
words. 

17.     Brief  W.     A  semicircle  opening  either  to  the 
left  or  to  the  right  (whichever  gives  the  better  join- 
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ing)  may  be  attached  initially  (and  sometimes  me- 
dially) to  represent  w.     Illustrative  words:

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COMMONEST   ENGLISH   WORDS 


The  two  lists  of  commonest  words  following  are 
taken  from  the  shorthand  investigations  of  Godfrey 
Dewey. 

Previously  published  lists  have  been  proved  to  be 
not  fully  representative  due  to  insufficient  diversity 
of  the  material  counted.  The  lists  following  are 
based  on  an  investigation  which  countedandanalyzed 
every  word,  syllable,  and  sound  of  100,000  words  of 
connected  matter,  chosen  in  twenty  well  diversified 
groups  representative  of  good  English  as  used  — 
written,  spoken,  and  printed  —  today.  The  largest 
count  previously  published,  that  of  Cooke  &  O'Shea, 
found  only  2500  different  words  in  200,000  ;  whereas 
this  count  found  10,200  different  words  in  100,000. 
In  view  of  this  strikingly  superior  diversity  the  fol- 
lowing conclusions  seem  warranted. 

The  ten  commonest  words  —  the,  of,  and,  to,  a, 
in,  that,  it,  is,  I  —  will  be  found  to  form  over  25% 
of  all  written,  spoken,  or  printed  matter. 

The  100  commonest  words,  here  listed  in  order  of 
frequency,  will  form  over  50%  of  all  matter. 

The  1000  commonest  words,  here  listed  in  alpha- 
betic order,  will  be  found  to  form  over  75%  of  any 
connected  matter  sufficiently  long  to  be  fairly  repre- 
sentative, and  comprise  all  words  which  occur  more 
than  once  in  10,000  words.  Beyond  this  point  no 
statement  as  to  the  commonest  words  of  I^nglish  can 
have  general  significance  ;  for  the  nature  of  the  words 
found  is  no  longer  common  to  all  grammatic  dis- 
course, but  varies  more  and  more  widely  with  the 
subject  matter  of  the  material  analyzed. 

Outlines  for  these  commonest  words  will  accord- 
ingly repay  particularly  careful  study.
